f several thousand hearty young turtles toddle across 


the beaches of Jupiter Island, Fla., this fall and swim 


happily out into the ocean, Frank Lund can take a great 
deal of the credit. 


Lund, a 20-year-old student at the University of 


Florida, has spent his last two summer vacations living 
on the beach, lagging loggerhead and green turtles and 
raising their young, out of fear for their possible ex- 
tinction. Jesse and Mike White and Bruce Williams 
have been helping in this research experiment, whose 
aim is to determine the nesting habits of sea turtles, 
their populations, hazards they face when nesting, and 
percentages which hatch and return. 


The boys dig up turtle eggs, take them to a "rookery" 


for hatching, and then keep and feed the turtlets in a 
protected pool for several months until they are big 
enough to fend for themselves. So far 600 big sea turtles 
have been tagged. And this year there were 30,000 
eggs in the rookery—with luck three quarters of them 
will have hatched and survived at the end of the season. 
Hazards facing turtles include raccoons, which eat 
eggs, extreme heat of the sand and erosion. 


The four students hope to collect all their findings 


and publish them later. All this because, thirteen years 
ago, a fisherman friend happened to give young Frank 
Lund a turtle as a pel—which led to his present keen 
interest in turtles and concern for their survival.

Politics Flare 
Over Report 
on Jobless 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Politi- 


cal charges over unemployment 
continued today after the gov- 
ernment's post-election report 
that the nation's jobless rate 
edged up to 5.6 per cent of the 
work force in October. 


Democratic House Speaker 


John W. McCormack, who had 
predicted a rise to 6 per cent 
and charged the Nixon adminis- 
tration held up the report until 
after Tuesday's elections, said 
the official report didn't include 
some 600,000 "discouraged" un- 
employed. 


The White House denied the 


report was deliberately held up 
until after the elections. 


Republican National Chair- 


man Rogers C.B. Morton retort- 
ed that Democrats, in pre-elec- 
tion forecasts of a 6 per cent 
jobless rate, had played "an 
economics politics of fear." 


Friday's Labor Department 


report said the actual total of 
jobless 
Americans 
remained 


roughly the same at 4.3 million, 
but seasonal factors pushed the 
rate up one-tenth of 1 percent- 
age point to 5.6 per cent. 


It blamed the General Motors 


strike for the rise in the jobless 
rate and for a drop of 610,000 in 
manufacturing 
employment 


during the month. 


It also said total employment 


rose 
660,000, 
including 
farm 


workers and the self-employed, 
but that the key payroll employ- 
ment figure was down nearly 
500,000 to . 0.6 million. 


In all, said the Bureau of La- 


bor Statistics, it added up to lit- 
tle change in the over-all job sit- 
uation and didn't indicate much 
about the health of the economy 
because 
the strike 
of some 


325,000 auto workers distorted 
the picture. 


"The effects of the automobile 


strike really dominated the em- 
ployment situation over

month and really obscure ...

Doctor House 
Call Group 
Drops Service 


CHICAGO (AP) — A doctors 


group which for 18 years ar- 
ranged emergency house calls 
has 
voted 
unanimously 
to 


discontinue the service. 


Dr. Robert Mustell, 76, who 


organized the doctors' emergen- 
cy service of the Chicago Medi- 
cal Society—and in some years 
made more than 500 emergency 
calls himself—said a shortage of 
general practitioners was the 
main cause for abandoning the 
service. 


"We can't give people the 


help they need," Mustell said. 
"Unless we are given some doc- 
tors to give us a hand, there's 
nothing more I can do." 


Mustell 
blamed 
increasing 


specialization among young doc- 
tors. 


Mustell, who was voted the 


outstanding general practitioner 
in Illinois in 1956, said he wrote 
to 135 new members of the Chi- 
cago Medical Society in 1968 on 
behalf of the doctors' emergen- 
cy service and found only 10 
willing to serve. He said he 
checked with the 10 a year later 
and found that not one had 
made an emergency call. 


The panel once had 290 doc- 


tors and answered calls to 
homes, trains, planes, offices 
and on the street. Now 40 doc- 
tors participate in the emergen- 
cy service out of 6,000 in the 
Chicago Medical Society. 


"Most of the doctors have 


moved to the suburbs," Mustell 
said. 
"Another problem 
has 


been the changing character of 
neighborhoods and the danger 
to the doctor." 


A spokesman for the Chicago 


Medical Society said the need 
for the emergency service had 
lessened because hospitals now 
are required to have emergency 
wards. 


A spokesman for the Ameri- 


can Medical Association com- 
mented that most physicians 
"feel they can provide better 
care in a hospital emergency 
room, where they have all the 
diagnostic equipment, than on a 
house call."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Dr. 


Bob Riley of Arkadelphia said 
that the results of Tuesday's 
election, in which he was elect- 
ed lieutenant governor on the 
Democratic ticket, demonstrat- 
ed that "good sober judgment 
could not be coerced or intimi- 
dated by shrill voices or Madi- 
son Avenue press agentry." 


He also said his election and 


that of Dale Bumpers as gover- 
nor was more of a "positive 
reaction" to their candidacies 
than a repudiation of the ad- 
ministration of Republican Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller. 


He told a news conference 


that the Democratic party had 
emerged "free of its past un- 
favorable image and once again 
faces the future with the clear 
and unmistakable confidence of 
the people ..." 


Riley called Rockefeller's ad- 


ministration an "innovation 
that was an interesting experi- 
ence but not beneficial." Bump- 
ers had said Rockefeller had 
made a worthy contribution to 
the state both as governor and 
citizen. Riley said he disagreed 
to the extent that he saw no 
evidence of leadership by the 
governor in his dealings with 
the legislature. 


Discussing the election re- 


sults, Riley said, "It is signifi- 
cant that the people rejected 
almost without exception every 
candidate who sought to appeal 
to their emotions rather than 
their intelligence. The people's 
response 
communicates 
that 


they want clean campaigns, not 
mud-slinging, no character as- 
sasination, no appeal to hate 
emotions." 


Riley said his Republican op- 


ponent, Sterling Cockrill Jr., 
had run "less than an honor- 
able" campaign but added that 
he and Cockrill are still friends. 


Riley, asked if Cockrill had 


engaged in mud-slinging, cited 
only one instance of campaign 
impropriety — a letter he said 
was distributed in Negro com- 
munities by an organization 
called Independent Voters of 
Arkansas. Riley did not say 
what was in the letter. 


Asked if he knew whether 


Cockrill had knowledge of the 
letter, Riley said: "It was very 
pervasive and so widely distrib- 
uted that it could hardly escape 
notice." 


Riley said he was disappoint- 


ed that the proposed new state 
constitution had failed. He said 
the votes were "misinformed to 
the point they were confused." 


He said earlier Thursday at 


Arkadelphia that the document 
failed because of the "tech- 
nique" in which it was present- 
ed. 


"Those who were opposed to 


it made a stronger case," Riley 
said. He said defeat of the doc- 
ument did not mean the voters 
were "negative" on the issue. 


Riley 
also suggested 
that 


seminars be held to help news- 
men understand the "legisla- 
tive process."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A

Children's Colony and the state 
Parks, Recreation and Travel 
Commission could be pledged to 
pay off revenue bonds. 


On rehearing, the court held 


that although the pledging of 
tax revenue for bond issues was 
unconstitutional, this portion of 
the law was severable and the 
remainder was not unconstitu- 
tional.

passed the act as it was recon- 
stituted by the court. He also 
contended that if part of a leg- 
islative act was severed by the 
court, the remainder must be 
workable in order for the act 
to be valid.

AF Launches 
Secret Spy 
Satellite

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP)

launched a secret spy satellite 
intended to provide almost in- 
stant warning of a long-range 
missile attack on the United 
States by the Soviet Union or 
Red China.

minute warning of such an at- 
tack, doubling the 15 minutes 
that present systems give U.S. 
forces to prepare antimissile de- 
vices and launch bombers and 
missiles in retaliation. 


A Titan 3 rocket thundered 


away from Cape Kennedy at 
5:40 a.m. EST to propel the 1,- 
800-pound spy satellite toward a 
near-stationary 
orbit 
about 


24,000 miles above the Pacific 
Ocean. 


•The Pentagon clamped a se- 


crecy lid on the launching and 
made no advance announce- 
ment. A brief statement after 
liftoff said only that the rocket 
had been launched with an ex- 
perimental payload. 


For the first time in 15 Titan 3 


launchings over 
five 
years, 


newsmen were barred 
from 


viewing the launch from a press 
site at Cape Kennedy. However, 
information about the launching 
has been available for several 
days from unofficial sources. 


Plans called for the satellite 


to be parked above the Pacific 
so it could be checked out by 
ground stations in California. 
Then it would be shifted by 
ground command to a perma- 
nent post above Southeast Asia. 


From this position, the satel-

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Nowotny Was 
Almost Victim 
of Landslide

FORT SMITH, Ark. (AP) — 


George E. Nowotny Jr. ap- 
proaches the next session of the 
legislature by a slimmer mar- 
gin but with perhaps greater 
stature in his own party. 


He is a Republican, and, as 


it turned out, surviving on the 
GOP ticket in last Tuesday's 
general election, which he did, 
was no small feat. 


Nowotny is 34, a onetime 


geologist, now a land developer 
at Fort Smith and a member of 
the House of Representatives 
from District 12, which is Se- 
bastian and Crawford counties. 


Last March he was toying 


with the idea of running for 
governor and publicly pledged 
an intent to do so if Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller chose not to 
seek a third term. 


But Nowotny could not per- 


suade Rockefeller, 58, to bypass 
a run for another term, and it 
was Rockefeller, as the GOP 
gubernatorial nominee, who got 
steamrolled by the Dale Bump- 
ers landslide. 


"I almost got pulled down 


along with the tide," Nowotny 
said. "I made it by 881 votes 
against the same man I beat 
two years ago by 3,500." 


Nowotny got 5,500 more votes 


than Rockefeller got for gover- 
nor in that district. 


He believes that, as one of 


the few remaining Republican 
office-holders, the people in his 
party may give an ear more 
often to what he has to say. 


What he has been saying for 


some time is that the Rockefel- 
ler movement was an attempt 
to build the GOP from the top 
down. 


"I said at one point that the 


Republican party was attached 
to a sky hook," Nowotny said. 
"We had the governor's chair, 
but we didn't have the pedestal 
of a well-developed party to put 
it on." 
.»Nowotny said that the pros- 
pect of seeking the governor- 
ship is not one that he has 
excluded from his future. 


"It will depend on a number 


of things, including what hap- 
pens to growth of the Republi- 
can party and what happens in 
the next two to four years, but 
I'm leaving that option open," 
Nowotny said. 


He said Rockefeller's defeat 


could be laid to a number of 
factors, including these: 


—The governor sought a third 


term. Some objected to giving 
a third term because Rockefel- 
ler had made a statement that 
he would seek only two terms. 
"When he asked for a third 
term, the old tenure issue came 
up again and people had to 
wonder when it would stop," 
Nowotny said.

creased leisure time and ris- 
ing levels of per capita in- 
come. Longer life and earlier 
retirement will increase the 
number of clubs and organi- 
zations tor retired persons. 


Beginning salaries for rec- 


ication leaders with a bach- 
elor's d e g r e e are in the 
neighborhood of $7.500 an- 
nually, according to the Na- 
tional Recreation and Park 
Association. Some in large 
cities earn up lo $20,000. 


Most employers p r e f e r 


persons who have a bach- 
elor's degree and a major in 
recreation, social science or 
p h y s i c a l education. You 
should take a broad range oi 
courses in c'ollegL'—including 
the humanities, natural sci- 
ences and the arts.

THINKING BEHIND THE WHEEL—"Don't Let 'Em 


Bug You—Drive With Your Head" is the theme of "The 
Safe Driving Handbook," just out from Grosset and Dun- 
lap, and it ought to be required reading for all teen drivers. 
The idea here is that if you're thinking about other things 
(and most of us usually are) you're not paying as much 
attention as you should be to driving, which "could get you 
all messed up. The book has some good ideas on how' to

the Hope Bobcats belted the 
Nashville Scrappers, 35-8, for the 
final victory of the year. 


Hope ends the year with an 


impressive 7-3 record and they 
can be proud of it.

Coach Has 
Confidence 
in Hamilton

Coach Bennie Ellender has ex- 
treme confidence in his quarter- 
back, James Hamilton. 


For example, ASU, protect- 


ing a seven-point lead against 
Lamar Tech, faced a first down

own two yard 
line. 


Ellender called a play-action 
pass and Hamilton's perfect 
throw to Chet Douthit split two 
defenders for a 98-yard touch- 
down play. 


Hamilton, a 6-2, 210-pound 


junior, is not a picture perfect 
quarterback. He may throw off 
the wrong foot once in a while, 
but he's a winner. 


With Hamilton at quarterback, 


ASU won the Southland Confer- 
ence championship in 1968 and 
1969 
and clinched a tie for 


another title last week. During 
those three seasons, the Indians 
have compiled a 22-4-2 record. 


Yet, Hamilton is only one of 


the reasons ASU has been ranked 
No. 1 in the college division 
poll since the first week of the 
season. 


There's Calvin Harrell, John- 


ny Carr, Wayne Dorton and 
Bill Phillips. 


Harrell, a 215-pound tailback, 


led the SLC in rushing last 
year but when he was injured 
in the Trinity game, Carr filled 
in with 122 yards rushing and 
a 74-yard touchdown toss. 


"We've 
had 
Harrell 
come 


along even better 
than last 


year and now Carr has done 
so well that we're able to keep 
a fresh tailback in the game at 
all times without a dropoff," 
Ellender says. 


Harrell is a crunching run- 


ner; Carr a darter.

Fran's 5th Leading 
Passer in the Pros 


By MURRAY OLDERMAN 


NEW YORK—(NBA)—The disappointment was obvious, 


even masked as it was by the plastic blue helmet and 
double face bars which hid Fran Tarkenton's expression 
(but not the long hairs which protruded down the back of 
his neck). He kicked the sod of Yankee Stadium in ex- 
asperation. 


Joe Morrison, circling out of the New York Giant back- 


field, had juggled and dropped a soft pass over the middle 
thrown by Tarkenton. This came in the third quarter of the 
Giants game against the St. Louis Cardinals. 


The experience in itself wasn't unusual. At that precise 


moment, in his 10th year as a professional quarterback, 
Tarkenton had lived through 1,464 incomplete passes. 
What made this particular one unique was that it came 
after the sharp-schnozzed quarterback 
had thrown 10 


straight completions in the game—all of them right on 
target with a little something extra on the ball. 


But the fact of breaking the string was not, claimed 


Francis A., what made him kick up dirt emotionally. 


"I wasn't even aware of 10 straight," said Fran. "At the 


moment, we needed to sustain a drive. That third-down 
pass would have gotten us going again."

Politics Flare 
Over Report 
on Jobless 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Politi- 


cal charges over unemployment 
continued today after the gov- 
ernment's post-election report 
that the nation's jobless rate 
edged up to 5.6 per cent of the 
work force in October. 


Democratic House Speaker 


John W. McCormack, who had 
predicted a rise to 6 per cent 
and charged the Nixon adminis- 
tration held up the report until 
after Tuesday's elections, said 
the official report didn't include 
some 600,000 "discouraged" un- 
employed. 


The White House denied the 


report was deliberately held up 
until after the elections. 


Republican National Chair- 


man Rogers C.B. Morton retort- 
ed that Democrats, in pre-elec- 
tion forecasts of a 6 per cent 
jobless rate, had played "an 
economics politics of fear." 


Friday's Labor Department 


report said the actual total of 
jobless 
Americans remained 


roughly the same at 4.3 million, 
but seasonal factors pushed the 
rate up one-tenth of 1 percent- 
age point to 5.6 per cent. 


It blamed the General Motors 


strike for the rise in the jobless 
rate and for a drop of 610,000 in 
manufacturing 
employment 


during the month. 


It also said total employment 


rose 
660,000, including farm 


workers and the self-employed, 
but that the key payroll employ- 
ment figure was down nearly 
500,000 to 70.6 million. 


In all, said the Bureau of La- 


bor Statistics, it added up to lit- 
tle change in the over-all job sit- 
uation and didn't indicate much 
about the health of the economy

American Is 
A Middle of 
Road Voter

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


American voter proved himself 
in Tuesday's election to be a 
middle-of-the-roader who's not 
swayed easily to the right or 
left, says voting analyst Rich- 
ard Scammon. 


"He's 
not a yo-yo," said 


Scammon. "He does not change 
his ideas quickly. He can be 
moved, but not abruptly up or 
down in a fly-by-night manner." 


Both the Democratic and Re- 


publican parties should take 
heed, he said, and aim toward 
the "new party of the center" in 
the 1972 presidential election. 


"I'd say it's up for grabs," he 


told the Women's National Dem- 
ocratic Club. 


' Sorne maintain there is 'an 


emerging Republican majority. 
I don't think we'd agree with 
that," he said, referring to his 
partner, Ben J. Wattenberg, in 
the Elections Research Center. 


The two men wrote "The Real 


Majority," a widely read book 
that said the American elector- 
alt pi eicrred middle of the road 
candidates. 


In 1972, he predicted, voters' 


allegiances will be about the 
same. He wouldn't say whether 
President Nixon would win a 
second term, or whether Spiro 
T. Agnew would stay on as vice 
presidential candidate, but he 
did compare Agnew to an infan- 
try second lieutenant, getting 
the front-line flack and risking 
his survival by being suscepti- 
ble to straying too far out and 
antagonizing the center. 


Scammon said Democrats and 


Republicans can justify their 
seemingly conflicting claims of 
victory Tuesday, because they 
interpret the same figures from 
their separate viewpoints. 


"This was almost a copybook 


election in the sense that all the 
people who wrote about it were 
right," he said. "It was a reaf- 
firmation of the center, of the 
desire of the voter to be found 
not too far away from the two 
35-yard lines on the football 
field." 


An important aspect, he said, 


was that social issues were neu- 
tralized. The Republicans were 
able to defend themselves as 
reasonable men, he said, "and 
the Democrats who approached 
this problem ... not in a radical 
right 
or 
redneck 
approach, 


could take care of these needs 
and move into something else." 


He said the blue collar worker 


didn't defect from the Demo- 
cratic party except in unusual 
instances, such as in New York 
where Conservative Sen.-elect 
James Buckley drew working 
class votes, and in a Denver 
congressional 
race where a 


Democratic 
peace 
candidate 


who also was strong for school 
busing was defeated. 


California Gov. Ronald Rea- 


gan apparently got less working 
class support this year than four 
years ago, Scammon said. 


The voters, Scammon said, 


above all else desire to be heard 
and to have problems of the day 
solved "within accepted perime- 
ters." 


"You cannot pose any solu- 


tions while you spit on the flag. 
It may sound sentimental but I 
believe this to be true," he said. 


Guards Fear 
Tradition 
Won't Survive

WASHINGTON (AP) - Will 


the tradition of a citizen-soldier 
reserve survive the Vietnam 
war and the end of the military 
draft? 


National Guard officials, not- 


ing less-than-hoped-for numbers 
of Vietnam veterans signing on 
for tours in Guard units, are 
having their doubts. 


They're caught in a squeeze. 


Winding down the war reduces 
the number of young men enter- 
ing Guard units to avoid full- 
time military duty under the 
draft. On top of that, Secretary 
of Defense Melvin R. Laird has 
set July 1, 1973, as the target 
date for cutting out draft calls 
altogether. 


"The zero draft will have a 


major impact," according to 
Maj. Gen. Francis S. Greenlief, 
deputy 
commander 
of 
the 


Guard. 


Officials thought they sighted 


a manpower pool in the thou- 
sands 
of veterans 
returning 


from Indochina and other areas. 


Under a new "Try One" pro- 


gram, the usual three-year en- 
listment is waived in favor of a 
trial one-year period, which al- 
lows the veteran to decide if he 
wants to continue.

placed in control groups, a clas- 
sification requiring two weeks' 
active duty in the summer. 


A goal of 3,000 new veteran

MONTREAL (AP) — The 


American deserter stopped. The 
man facing him had a gun. 


Policeman or terrorist? To a 


U.S. Army deserter in Quebec 
under Canada's recently im- 
posed wartime security measur- 
ers, 
it doesn't make much 


difference. 


The deserter wheeled. Too 


late. 


"Halt," said the man with the 


gun, quietly. 


The man, a police detective, 


beckoned with his pistol. And 
before the day was out, the 
American, 23, a veteran of Viet- 
nam who had deserted the 21st 
Division of the North American 
Air Defense Command, 
had 


been searched, questioned and 
ordered out of the country. 


Broke, frightened and aware 


that getting caught back in the 
United States would mean the 
brig, he stayed in Canada, how- 
ever, sent for some money and 
went underground. Many of the 
200 American deserters and 
thousands of draft dodgers in 
Montreal were already there. 


"We used to be a resting 


place, an open sanctuary for 
these kinds of people," says 
Pauline Vaillancourt, a political 
science professor with contacts 
in Montreal's deserter commu- 
nity. "Since the War Measures 
Act, though, this is clearly not 
the case."
